The  convicts  sent  to  the  Eastern  Penitentiary  are 
not  registered  and  numbered  among  those  sentenced 
to  confinement  in  the  Luzerne  County  Prison.  They 
belong  properly  to  the  register  of  the  Penitentiary,  are 
reported  as  inmates  of  that  institution,  and  thus  find 
their  position  in  the  statistics  of  crime  for  the  Com¬ 
mon  wealth.

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AYitliin  the  past  year  or  two  a  large  number  of  lazy, 
idle,  dissolute  persons,  the  vermin  of  society,  called 
“  tramps,”  have  been  traveling  about  from  place  to 
place,  and  from  house  to  house,  begging  for  money, 
food,  clothing,  &c.  ;  in  many  cases  pressing  their  de¬ 
mands  with  threats,  and  even  violence,  where  they  have 
felt  safe  in  so  doing.  Many  of  these  vagabonds  have 
found  their  way  into  our  prison,  either  as  drunkards, 
vagrants,  or  convicts  of  petty  crimes,  sent  up  by  May-  1 
ors,  Burgesses,  Justices,  &c.  This  evil  has  become  a 
serious  one,  and  some  provision  should  be  made  by  law 
to  meet  it.  The  sickly  and  maukish  sentimentality 
that  would  demand  for  such  beings  clean  and  separate 
apartments,  well  heated,  and  supplied  with  beds,  tables, 
chairs,  and  other  comforts,  a  supply  of  good  wholesome 
food,  with  persons  to  wait  upon  them  at  the  public 
expense,,  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case  tor 
such  characters.  We  have  put  all  such  prisoners  on 
half  fare,  and  yet  they  seem  not  to  be  deterred  from 
accepting  our  accommodations ;  in  fact,  they  readily 
accept  them  in  preference  to  working  for  a  living. 

The  honest,  hardworking  tax-payers  of  the  County 
should  not  be  burthened  to  pay  for  the  support  of 
these  men  in  idleness  and  pampered  ease.  A  law 
should  be  passed  authorizing  and  requiring  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  town,  borough,  city  or  county,  to 
employ  such  men  at  work  on  the  roads  and  streets, 
with  proper  appliances  to  prevent  their  escape,  it  desi¬ 
rable,  and  thus  have  them  serve  out  their  term  ot  sen¬ 
tence  by  doing  the  public  some  service  whenever  they 
are  convicted  of  a  crime  made  cognizable  bv  law. 
Mercy,  sympathy,  or  charity  extended  to  such  cliarac- 
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ters,  at  the  public  expense,  is  injustice  and  oppression  : 
to  the  hard-working  tax  payers,  as  well  as  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  country,  and  results  in  no  benefit  to  any 
one. 

Societies  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
criminals  confined  in  the  jails  and  prisons  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth,  have  done  a  good  work,  and  one  that  phil¬ 
anthropists  everywhere  have  looked  upon  with  pleas¬ 
ure,  but  there  is  danger  of  carrying  even  a  good  thing 
too  far.  Notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  put  forth  in 
this  direction,  crime  lias  been  fearfully  on  the  increase,  j 
and  has  crown  to  such  extent  and  magnitude,  that  it  j 
has  taken  possession  of  almost  every  place  and  every  J 
business  of  life  It  sits  and  flourishes  in  the  high 
places  of  the  land,  and  skulks  and  battens  in  the  low. 
There  is  no  place  where  its  voice  is  not  heard  and  its 
work  is  not  done.  Sympathy  for  the  condemned  crim¬ 
inal  is  the  seed  of  crime.  We  have  arrived  at  a  time 
when  crime  must  be  made  disreputable,  must  be  frowned 
upon,  beaten  down  and  trampled  out,  at  whatever  cost 
or  injury  to  evil-doers.  The  i>eace  of  society,  the  secu¬ 
rity  of  property,  and  the  safety  of  government,  alike 
demand  this. 

A  society  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
hard-working,  tax-burthened  men,  with  large  families 
to  support,  who  are  battling  manfully  to  keep  the  wolf 
from  their  doors,  would  just  now  be  in  order,  and  of 
essential  service.  The  labors  of  such  a  society,  well 
directed,  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  public,  and  i 
tend  to  make  honest  labor  respectable,  quite  as  much  j 
as  being  the  criminal  inmate  of  a  prison.  Why  should  | 
the  lazy,  indolent  criminal  be  more  worthy  of  our  sym 
pathy  or  our  charity  than  the  hard-working,  honest 
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man  ?  He  should  not,  and  yet  the  fact  is,  that  he  is. 
Men  of  wealth  and  position  in  our  cities  and  large 
towns,  who  would  pass  their  poor,  honest  neighbor  by 
without  a  word  or  even  a  look  of  recognition,  will 
travel  at  great  inconvenience,  and  some  expense  of  time 
and  money,  to  visit,  talk  to  and  sympathize  with  a  crimi¬ 
nal  inmate  of  one  of  our  prisons. 

This  is  all  wrong,  and  needs  to  be  corrected ;  must 
be  corrected,  or  we  had  better  throw  open  our  prison 
doors,  shut  up  our  courts  of  justice,  and  each  fortify 
himself  against  the  common  ravisher.  We  have  but 
seen  the  beginning  of  a  state  of  affairs  that  has  seized 
hold  of  the  vitals  of  the  body  politic,  but  which  is 
growing  and  spreading  so  rapidly  that  unless  checked 
and  repressed  will  lead  to  the  most  terrible  conse¬ 
quences.  It  is  hoped  that  there  is  virtue  and  intelli¬ 
gence  among  the  people  sufficient  to  apply  the  proper 
remedy  and  avert  the  threatening  disaster. 


HEALTH  OH1  PRISON. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  has  been  fully 
up  to  its  former  standard.  No  disease  has  prevailed  in 
the  prison,  and  none  been  caused  by  the  confinement  to 
which  its  inmates  are  subjected ;  nor  has  any  been 
brought  in  that  has  not  readily  yielded  to  treatment. 

Most  of  those  who  are  brought  to  the  prison  arrive 
there  in  a  diseased  condition — suffering  from  want  of 
proper  food  and  clothing,  and  from  exposure  and  abuse, 
as  well  as  from  all  those  ailments  with  which  those  of 
immoral  and  dissolute  lives  are  always  afflicted.  Many 
of  them  are  received  in  the  last  stages  of  delirium  tre- 
mens,  and  many  cankered  and  eaten  up  with  that  most 
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loathsome  and  terrible  disease  which  results  from  a  de¬ 
praved  and  vicious  intercourse  of  the  sexes.  In  every 
case  the  prisoners  have  left  the  prison  in  better  health 
than  when  they  entered  it,  and  in  no  case  has  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  any  one  has  suffered  from  sickness  on  ac¬ 
count  of  confinement.  This  is  attributable  to  the  clean¬ 
liness  which  prevails  in  every  part  of  the  building,  and 
to  the  full  and  perfect  ventilation  provided  for  the  cell 
departments. 

As  conclusive  in  regard  to  the  healthfulness  of  the  | 
prison  and  all  its  arrangements,  we  are  able  to  state  that  | 
not  a  single  death  has  occurred  in  the  prison  since  the  j 
18th  of  July,  1873,  about  two  and  a  half  years,  although  / 
the  number  of  inmates  during  all  that  period  ranged 
from  46  to  103,  making  a  general  average  of  about  70  I 
persons.  The  person  who  died  on  the  13th  of  July,  j 
1873,  was  Loren  Cleavland.  He  had  been  long  suf¬ 
fering  from  consumption,  and  was  in  the  last  stage  of 
the  disease  when  admitted,  and  died  soon  after.  His 
death  was  in  no  way  accountable  to  the  health  of  the 
prison. 

The  Report  of  the  Physician  to  the  Prison,  Dr.  J.  E.  \ 
Bulkeley,  hereto  annexed,  shows  in  detail  the  number 
and  kinds  of  cases  treated  by  him.  To  his  skill  and  i 
careful  attendance  on  those  requiring  his  attention  may 
be  attributed,  in  some  measure,  the  remarkable  fact  in 
the  health  of  the  prison  to  which  we  have  alluded. 
The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  presented  to  Dr.  Bulkeley 
for  the  skillful  and  faithful  manner  in  which  he  per¬ 
formed  the  duties  of  his  position. 

Good  order  among  the  inmates  continues  to  prevail. 
Th  ere  has  been  no  disturbance  or  disorder,  and  it  has 
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not  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to  extraordinary 
punishment  in  any  case. 

In  1873  a  small  library  was  purchased  for  the  use  of 
the  prisoners,  of  which  they  gladly  avail  themselves. 
The  results  of  its  use  are  believed  to  be  beneficial  in 
j  every  respect.  Its  tendency  is  to  make  the  prisoners 
less  restless  and  noisy,  by  giving  occupation  to  their 
time  during  the  weary  hours  of  their  confinement,  who 
would  else  be  uneasy,  noisy  and  turbulent. 

The  Youim  Mens’ Christian  Association,  of  Wilkes- 
°  .  .  .  . 

Barre,  have  provided  religious  services  at  the  prison  for 

nearly  every  Sunday  afternoon,  during  the  past  year, 
which,  if  they  result  in  no  great  or  permanent  good, 
entitle  them  to  the  thanks  and  favor  of  the  Board  and 
the  public  for  the  effort.  They  have  furnished  some 
religious  tracts  and  periodicals  to  the  prisoners,  which 
have  been  gladly  received  by  some,  but  by  others  re¬ 
jected. 

The  system  of  solitary  confinement  is  still  maintained, 
as  a  rule.  Occasionally,  the  keeper  is  compelled  to 
depart  from  it  on  account  of  the  crowded  state  of  the 
prison,  but  he  returns  to  it  again  when  the  occasion  for 
the  departure  has  passed  away.

In  March,  1873,  two  looms  were  put  in  operation  for 
weaving  carpets,  the  warp  and  other  materials  for  which 
were  purchased  principally  in  Philadelphia.  A  third 
loom  was  put  in  operation  the  past  year.  These  looms 
give  employment  to  about  a  dozen  men,  nearly  all  who 
are  found  competent  to  be  employed  at  such  work.

The  work  gives  the  most  perfect  satisfaction,  and  the 
demand  for  it  is  constantly  increasing.  Near  the  close 
of  the  year  a  knitting  machine  was  purchased,  which 
requires  some  skill  and  practice  in  the  management. 
Mr.  Polen,  our  engineer,  has  occupied  his  spare  time 
in  learning  its  workings,  and  has  succeeded  in  master¬ 
ing  them  so  that  he  has  keen  able  to  turn  out  some 
very  satisfactory  work.  As  soon  as  the  prisoners  can 
be  taught  to  manage  it,  knitting  will  be  added  to 
weaving,  for  the  employment  of  our  prisoners,  and  it 
is  hoped  to  profit  and  advantage.

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SIXTH  ANNUAL  PRISON  REPORT 


The  Luzerne  County  Prison  was  first  used  for  the 
confinement  of  prisoners  on  the  eighteenth  of  August, 
1870.  At  that  time  there  were  removed  from  the  old 
jail  to  the  prison  33  prisoners.  These,  with  those  ad¬ 
mitted  during  the  balance  of  1870,  made . 214

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  prison¬ 
ers  is  constantly  increasing,  and  at  the  same  rate  of 
increase  in  the  future  that  we  have  had  in  the  past, 
our  accommodations  will  soon  cease  to  be  sufficient  for 
the  immense  crowd  constantly  thronging  thitherward. 

The  prison,  when  built,  was  thought  by  many  to  be 
much  larger  than  would  be  necessary  for  Luzerne 
county,  for  very  many  years  to  come,  but  time  has 
proved  the  contrary,  and  unless  crime  can  be  repressed 
by  some  means,  the  County  will  be  compelled  in  the 
near  future  to  make  arrangements  to  enlarge  its  accom- 
i  modations.  This  can  readily  be  done  by  adding  a  tier 
or  two  to  the  present  cells,  and  without  a  very  large 
expenditure  of  money. 

As  rapid  as  has  been  the  increase  of  criminals,  it  will 
be  seen  by  the  following  table  of  expenses,  for  the  past 
few  years,  that  the  expenses  increase  as  fast,  or  faster.

Of  the  convicts  in  the  prison  57  were  sent  there  un¬ 
der  sentences  of  the  courts— 51  of  whom  were  from 
the  court  at  Wilkes-Barre,  5  from  Scranton,  and  1  from 
Carbondale.  The  21  sent  to  the  Eastern  Penitentiary  j 
were  all  from  the  court  at  Wilkes-Barre.  The  total 
from  all  the  courts  was  78.  The  expense  to  the  county 
|  for  each  convict,  it  will  thus  be  seen,  is  about  $670, 
— beside  the  expense  and  loss  of  time  of  judges,  law¬ 
yers,  and  the  thousands  of  persons  who  attend  the 
courts  as  parties,  witnesses  and  spectators. 

It  would  seem  that  some  cheaper  method,  of  dealing 
with  criminals  should  be  adopted,  or  crime  and  its  re¬ 
sults  must  soon  overwhelm  us  in  irretrievable  ruin.

Gentlemen : — I  hereby  respectfully  present  my 
fourth  annual  and  tinal  report  for  the  year  1875. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  for  the  past  year 
has  been  very  good — no  death  has  occurred,  and  there 
has  been  an  entire  exemption  from  all  diseases  of  an 
epidemic  character.  I  would  acknowledge  the  kind¬ 
ness,  confidence  and  respect  shown  me  by  the  commis¬ 
sioners,  officers  and  attendants  of  the  prison,  and  bear 
testimony  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have 
discharged  their  respective  duties.  The  accompanying 
table  will  show  the  cases  treated,  and  the  nature  of  the 
diseases.

The  foregoing  statements  are  a  fall  exhibit  of  the  several  accountsof  the  Commissioners  and 
Treasurer  of  said  county  for  the  year,  A.  D.  1875,  as  submitted  to  us  for  our  examination,  very 
carefully  analyzed,  so  as  to  give  the  citizens  of  said  county  an  intelligent  and  comprehensive 
view  of  the  various  amounts  of  money  and  for  what  purposes. 

The  items  in  the  expenditure  accounts  marked  *  are  those  sums  in  whole  or  in  part,  which 
we  in  the  performance  of  our  duties  have  deemed  right,  just  and  proper  to  not  allow,  conse¬ 
quently  although,  they  appear  in  the  general  statements,  have  been  audited  by  us  into  the 
hands  of  the  Commissioners  for  reasons  hereinafter  explained. 

First.  included  in  the  amount  “  5,647.82  Commonwealth  Costs.”  We  find  paid  indirectly  to 
witnesses  by  warrants  on  the  Treasurer,  as  follows:  Warrant  No.  1551,  $32.96.  No.  1700,  $(102.51, 
No.  3955,  $80.00,  No.  4099,  $103.80,  making  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $319.30,  which  amount  hav¬ 
ing  been  paid  to  the  second  party  without  the  proper  authority,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  not 
allow. 

First.  The  amount  “  $8,860.00,  County  Records.”  expended  from  January  4th,  1875.  to  Nov. 
4th,  next  folio  wing,  by  being  paid  to  Mr.  John  A. Hutchins. for  indexing  the  County  Records,  in  the 
Recorder’s  office.  We  are  ot'  the  opinion  is,  coupled  with  previous  paymems,  amounting  to 
$7,870.00,  and  in  the  aggregate  to  $10,730.00,  far  too  large  a  sum  lor  the  work  performed. 

Second.  We  find  that  the  work  could  have  been  done  for  a  very  much  lesser  sum,  and  that 
three  persons  (Mr.  Hutchins  and  two  others)  were  in  the  first  place  engaged  fora  period  of 
thirteen  (13)  months  prior  to  a  contract,  being  made  with  said  Hutchins,  the  former  at  $3.50  per 
diem,  and  the  two  latter  at  $3.00,  at  an  outlay  of  $3,211.00.  Whereas,  after  the  said  contract  was 
made,  three  men  with  the  occasional  assistance  of  a  fourth,  during  a  period  of  ten  months  and 
twenty  three  days,  incurred  an  outlay  of  $S, 800.00. 

Third.  We  find  that  the  said  Hutchins  and  his  assistants  had  continued  to  do  the  work,  as 
at  first,  by  the  day,  accomplishing  the  same  result  in  the  same  given  time,  he  and  his  assistants 
would  have  earned  the  sum  of  $6,910.00,  or  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars 
less  than  the  amount  paid  for  contract  work.  W e  therefore,  deem  it  our  duty  to  not  allow  the 
said  sum  of  $8,800.00,  amount  paid  the  said  Hutchins  during  the  year,  A,  D.  1875. 

In  the  amount  “$851.90  Public  Buildings,”  expended  for  coal  to  heat  the  Court  Rooms,  Com¬ 
missioner’s  office  and  various  other  offices  in  the  building,  we  find  no  charge  made,  nor  any 
sums  collected  from  the  incumbents  of  said  offices,  for  a  portion  of  said  coal,  we  thereiore,  de¬ 
duct  from  aid  sum  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  office,  except  the  Protlionoiary’s  office,  viz  : 
Clerk,  Register,  Tieasurer,  Recorder,  Sheriff,  District  Attorney,  surveyor,  Bar  office,  President 
Judge  and  Town  Council  Rooms  and  tor  the  Prothonotary’s  office,  we  deduct  fifty  dollars, mak¬ 
ing  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $309.00.  which  amount,  we  also  deem  it  our  duty  not  to  allow. 

In  the  amount  “$1,210.14  Public  Buildings,”  expending  for  gas  to  light  the  Court  Rooms, 
Commissioner’s  office  and  the  halls,  as  also  the  Prothonotary’s  office  on  the  second  floor.  We 
find  no  charge  made  or  amount  collected  lor  gas  consumed  in  the  latter  office.  We,  therefore, 
deduct  from  said  sum  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars,  which  sum  we  also  deem  it  our  duty  not  to 
allow. 

in  the  amount  “$1,791.90  Furnace”  (in  Public  Building’s  act.)  We  find  the  sum  of  $108.60,  paid 
to  Mr.  M.  B.  Houpt,  his  commission  at  the  rale  of  10  per  cent,  for  superintending  the  erection 
of  said  furnace,  a  payment,  especially  in  a  case  of  this  kind,  we  consider  as  unnecessary  and 
very  extravagant.  \Ve,  therefore,  deem  it  our  duty  to  not  allow  the  said  sum. 

Included  in  the  amount  “$224.48  Miscellaneous  Public  Buildings.”  we  find  the  sum  of  fifty- 
six  and  40-100  ($56.40)  dollars,  expenses  of  Commissioner  Gersbacher,  to  and  from  Philadelphia, 
to  order  assessment  books.  Weconsider  an  unnecessary  outlay,  and  therefore  deem  it  our  duty 
to  not  allow  the  said  sum  of  $56.40. 

Included  in  the  amount  “$6,065.98,  Sheritf’s  Fees,”  is  $4,503.30  paid  to  ex-Sheriff  Whitaker,  and 
in  which  latter  sum  we  find  overcharges,  or  fees  paid  in  cases  wherein  the  County  is  not  liable, 
amounting  to  $2,196.50,  which  sum  we  deem  it  our  duty  not  to  allow. 

First,  The  amount  “  6,009.00  County  Map,”  being  a  balance  paid  C.  M.  Cornwall,  of  New
